of the m en a n d w om en, if not burned, 
w ere suffocated by the smoke.

W. C. M cDonald, who is well known 
as the Canadian tobacco king, is sev ­ 
eral tim es a m illionaire and has do­ 
nated tw o m agnificent buildings to the 
McGill university. 
Tw o years ago he 
determ ined th at his factory, which is 
an im m ense four-story block, could not 
bum 
and he dropped 
all insurance. 
There are rumors of his arrest for vio­ 
latin g the building ordinances in not 
h aving proper exits and escapes, and 
it is more than likely several building 
inspectors will be discharged.

careful inspection of an y cheek p re se n t­ 
ed by a stranger, and can m uch easier 
determ ine an y tam pering. 
W hile this 
will be nice for the big b an k s of the 
association, m any W all street m en p re­ 
dict a howl will be heard from the coun­ 
try hanks, as the out-of-tow n b an k s are 
term ed. 
They will n a tu ra lly refuse to 
be m ade possible victims, and if the res­ 
olution carries, check collections here­ 
a fte r will p erhaps be done by express 
com panies instead of co u n try banks.
